permit me ; for as it is a language T 
do not underftand to perfection, fo I 
rauch fear, that, for want of expref- 
fions, I thall be quickly obliged to. fi- 
nifh. Keep in mind, therefore, that 
I am writing in a foreign language ; 
and be fure to attribute all the imper- D 
tinences and triflings dropping from 
my pen, tothe want of proper words 
for declaring my thoughts, but by no 
means to dullnefs, or natural levity. 
Thefe conditions being thus agreed 
and fettled, I begin with telling you, 
that you have atrue notion of the 
Alcoran, concerning which the Greek E 
Prietts (who are the greateft fcoun- 
drels in the univerfe) have invented 
out of their own heads a thoufaad ri- 
diculous ftories, in order to decry the 
law of Mahomet; to run it down, I 
fay, without any examination, or as 
much as letting the people read it: 
being afraid, that if once they begun F 
to fift the defects of the Aloran, they 
might not ftop there, but proceed to

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make ufe of their judgment, about 
their own legends and fittions. In 
effect, there is nothing fo like as the 
fables of the Greeks.and of the Mahoe 
metans-; andthe talt have multitudes 


written in French, of which a of faints, at whofe tombs. miracles 


are by them faid to be daily. perform- 
ed ; nor are the accounts of the lives 
of thofe blefled Mufelmans much lefs 
ftuffed with extnavagancies, than the

world, that Mzhomet excludes women 
from any fhare in a future happy 
itate.

Fy, he promifes a very fine Paradife 
to the Turkifh women. He fays, in- 
deed, that this Paradife will be a fe- 
parate place from that of their huf& 
bands ; but I fancy the moit part of 
them won't like it the worfe fer that; 
and that the regret of this feparation 
will not render their Paradife the lefs 
agreeable. Lt remains to tell you, 
that the virtues which Mahomet re- 
quires of the women, to merit the en- 
joyment of future happinefs, are, Not 
to live in fuch a manner as ta become 
ufelefs to the world ; but to empley 
themfelves, as much as poffible, in 
making little Mufulmans. The vir- 
gins who die virgins, and the widows 
who. marry not again, dyiny in mor- 
tal fin, are excluded out of Paradife: 
For women, fays he, not being capa- 
ble to manage affairs of ftate, nor to 
fupport the fatigues of war, God has 
not ordered them to govern or re- 
form the world; but he has eatrufted 
them with an office which is not lefs 
honourable, even that of multiplying 
the human race: And fuchas, out of 
malice or lazinefs,do not makeit their 
bufinefs to bear or to breed children, 
fulfil not the duty of their wegnem,

and rebel againft the commands of 
God. 
digioufly contrary to thofe of your 
Convents. What will become of your 
Saint Catharines, your Samt Theréfas, 
your Saint Claras, and the whole bead- 
roll of your boy virgins and widows ? 
who, if they are to be judged by this 
fyftem of virtue, will be found to 
have been infamous creatures that 
paffed their whole lives in a moft abo- 
tminable libertinifin. 

I know not what your thoughts 
may be concerning a doétrine fo ex- 
traordinary with refpeét to us; but [ 
can truly inform you, Sir, that the 
Furks are not fo ignorant as we fancy 
them to be, in matters of politicks, 
or philofophy, or even of gallantry. 
*Tis true, that military difcipline, 
fuch as now practifed in Chriflendom, 
does not mightily fuit them. A long 
peace has plunged them into an uni- 
verfal floth. Content with their con- 
dition, and accuftomed to boundlefs 
juxury, they are become great ene- 
mies to all manner of fatigues. But, 
to make amends, the fciences flourith 
among them. The Fffendis (that is 
to fay, the Learned) do very weil de- 
ferve this name: They have no more 
faith in the infpiration of Mahomet, 
than in the infallibility of the Pope. 
They make a frank profeffion of De- 
ifm among themifelves, or to thofe they 
can truft ; and never fpeak of their 
Jaw but as of a politic inftitution, fit 
now to be obferved by wife men, how- 
ever at firft introduced by politicians 
and enthufiafts. 

If I remember right, I think I have 
told youin fome former letter, that 
at Belerade we lodged with a great and 
rich Efend’, a man of wit and learn- 
ing,and of a very agrceable humour, 
We were in his houfe about a month, 
and he did conftantly eat with us, 
drinking wine without any {cruple. 
As I rally'd him a little on this fub- 
ject, he anfwered me, fmiling, that 
all the creatures in the world were 
made for the pleafure of man; and 
that God would not have let the vine 
grow, were ita fin totafte of its juice : 
but that neverthelef§ the Jaw, which 
torbids the ule of it to the vulgar, was 
very wife, becaufe fuch fort of tolks 
have not fenfe enough to take it with 
moderation. This Fffendi appeared 


no ftranger to the parties that pre- 
vailamong us: Nuy, he feeraed to 
dave fome knowledge of our religious 
@ifpates, and even of our writers;

oily-fkinn’d yellow Nova-Zemblian:, 
have as fpecific differences under the 
fame general kind, as grey-hounds, 
maftiffs, ipaniels, bull-dogs, or the 
race of my little Diana, if no body is 
offended at the comparifon. Now, as 
the various intermixing of thefe Jat. 
ter animals caufes mungrels, fo man- 
kind have their mungrels too, divi- 
ded and fub-divided into endlefs forts. 
We have daily proofs of it here, as I 
told you before, In the fame animal 
is not feldom remarked the Greek pet- 
fidion({nefs, the Italian difidencé, the 
Spanifo arrogance, the French loqua- 
city, and all of a fudden he is feized 
with a fit of £agli/ thoughtfa)nefs, 
bordering a little upon dulnefs, which 
many of us have inherited from the 

ftupidity of our Saxon progenitors. 
But the family which charms me 
moft, is that which proceeds from the 
fantaftical conjunétion of a Dutch 
male with a Greek female. As thefe 
are natures oppofite in extremes, "tis 
a pleafure to obferve how the differ- 
Hi ing atoms are perpetually jarring to- 
gether in the children, even fo a8 to 
produce effects vifible in their aarel 
bi 
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nal form. ‘They have the large black 
eyes of the country, with the fat, 
white, fifhy flefh of Holland, and a 
lively air freaked with dulnefs. At 
one and the fame time they fhew that 
love of expenfivenefs, fo univerfal a- 
mong the Greeks, and an inclination 
to the Dutch frugality. To give an 
example of this, young women ruin 
themfelves to purchafe jewels for a- 
dorning their heads, while they have 
not the heart to buy new fhoes, or 
rather flippers, for their feet, which 
are commonly in atatter’d condition , 
a thing fo contrary to the tafte of our 
Enslifo Women, that it is for fhewing 

ow neatly their feet are drefsd, and 
for thewing this only, they are fo paf- 
fionately enamoured with their hoop- 
pettycoats. I have abundance of o- 
ther fingularities to communicate to 
you, but I am at the end both of my 
French and my paper.

HE fociety of merchants of King- 

fion in Jamaica, intending to fup- 

ort and aid the commerce of that is 

and ; it is prefumed that. the tranf.- 

aétions of that fociety relative to the 

obftruétions which the Spanifh trade 

has lately met with, will not be un- 

acceptable to the public. The fociety 

therefore think it expedient to direc 

the publication of the following ex- 
tracts from their minutes. 


Wednefday, Feb. 42, 1766. 

It was moved, that as there was a 
great decline of the trade and com- 
merce of this ifland, notorioufly evi- 
dent, a committee may be appoimed 
to examine into the original caufes 
and reafons of this decay. Which 
motion being agreed to, a committee 
of eleven members was appointed for 
that purpofe. 

Wednefday, Feb. 26, 1766. 

Tt was moved, that a Ictter trom his 
Excellency the Governor, directed to 
Peter Furnell and Thomas Hiblert, Elqs, 
and defired by a fubfequent letter 
from his Bacetlency to thefe gentle- 
men to be laid before the fociety, 
might be fead. Which was done ac- 
cordingly, and of which the’ follow. 
ing is a copy.

Repreientations having been made 
to Mr Secretary Conway, that’ Me 
Murray, the ating naval officer in 
this illand, hag. prefumed to extort

ued inform me whether you tind it 
has any juft foundation, particularly, 
whether any foreign veffel did at any 
time arrive in this ifland, having oa 
board fourfcore thoufand dollars, or 
other Jarge {um of money, on which 
the faid Mr Murray demanded what 
is Hiled a commiffion: of five per Cent, 
as his perquifite of office, in conie- 
quence of which the veffel failed from 
hence with the money on board ta 
Hi/paniola, or fome other foreign port, 
where the commander expected more 
favourable treatment. 

I alfo beg the favour of you, if yon 
know, or can learn that any other 
perfon employed by the Crown, has 
been guilty of fuch mal-praétices, to 
inform me thereof, and am with great

It was then ordered, that the faid 
letter be referred to the committee 
already appointed, to take the fame 
into their confideration, and that they 
make their report thereon to the fo- 
ciety on Tusfiay following. 

Tuefday, May 4, 1766. 

The committee this day returned 
their report, which was unanimoufly 
agreed to by the fociety, and is as 
follows : é 

THE Society of Merchants having thig 
day affembled at Vaux-Hall, to take 
into confideration his Excellency's 
letter of the roth, ult. and having 
formed themfelves intoa general com- 
mittee for that purpofe, agreed to the. 


G following report, viz. 





It appears te your committee, that- 
the firft, principal, and moft fatal in- 
terruption to the commercé of fo. 
reign veflels importing Jdullion, wag 
given by the feizing and condemning 
all fuch veffels, and their money, ag 
were found here, when the firft ac- 
counts arrived of hoftilities having 
commenced againtt Spain, upon the 
poor pretence, that they were the 
property of the fubjeéts of a foreign 
psince at war with the nation ; a pre- 
: tence 


tence that had its foundation in ava- 
rice, and deftroyed all that confidence 
and faith under which thefe unhappy 

ople were encouraged to carry on 
@ trade moft lucrative to this nation, 
at the rifque of incurring the utmolt 
feverity of their own laws, which they 
were violating. 

Ie alfo appears to the committee, 
that William Murray, Efq; acting naval 
officer, has extorted and received va- 
sivus high and illegal fees from Spa- 
wiards importing bullion into this i- 
fland, and that he has made a praétice 
of demanding and estorting fuch fees 
for fome time paft, which fees, your 
<ormmittee apprehend are unwarrant- 
#ble, and contrary to the intent and 
meaning of feveral acts of puliament, 
and which fees, it appears to your 
committee, are not confined to any 
particular fum, but are varied agree- 
able to the difcretion of the faid Mr 
Murray: That he has claimed and re- 
ceived a commifhion of five per.Cent. 
wpon goods purchafed by the Spani- 
ards, importing bu//ion into this ifland; 
that the faid Mr Murray does aifo de- 
mand, and has received from fundry 
Spaniards importing bullion, a fee of a 
coubfoon for his Excellency’s fecre- 
fary, which fee your committee alfo 
think illega!, oppreffive and unufual. 

But it does not appear to your com- 
mittee, that any veffel did at any 
time come into any port of this ifland 
with eighty thoufand dollars, or other 
large fums of money, on which the 
faid Mc Murray did demand a com- 
miffion of five per Cent. and in confe- 

uence of which, fach veffel failed 

fom hence, with fuch money on 
board, to Hi/paniola, or fome other 
foreign port, where milder treatinent 
was expected ; becaufe, when fuch 
commiffion has been difputed, the 
naval officer has relinquifhed it for a 
certain fum, or the next beft fee he 
could obtain. 

Your committee do alfo find, that 
the commanding officer of the fort 
does exaét and extort from each Spa- 
nifh veliel failing from Port Royal, the 
fum of one piftole ; which they are of 
opinion is an illegal fee, and a mal- 
practice. 

It likewife appears to your commit- 
tee, thatit has been a practice by tlie 
deputy naval officers at Port Royal, to 
demand illegal tees from Spaniards 
fting from that harbours; ard that 
Mr Edward Glajs, late deputy navel 
officer, has exturted from fundiy spa 
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niards, importing bullion into thi¢ 
ifland, the fumfof fix pounds ten fhil. 
lings, under pretence of pilotage or 
anchorage ; notwithftanding fuch Spa- 
niards came into, and failed out of 


A the harbour of Port Royal, without 


—s any pilot belonging to this 
iffand. 

It has further appeared to your 
committee, that there has generally 
been a great lols of time to the per- 
fons importing bullion, in fuch fo- 
reign veliels, before thefe feveral offi- 


B Cers of the crown have compleated 


the courfe or circulation of their re- 
{pective extortions, which, in one in- 
ftance of a certain Spani/h veflel, com- 
puting the entry and clearance, has 
been proved to be a detenfion of 12 
days; and your committe efteem this 
a mal-practice and grievous embar- 


ral ’

Finally, your. committee are forry 
to inform the fociety, that, upon the 
whole, it appears to them, that the 
delays and obftructions, which are 
given to the Spaniards upon their ar- 
rival to, and departure from this i- 
fland, together with the above-men- 
tioned extortions, are great difcou- 
ragements to the faid Spaniards from 
importing bullion here, and highly 
detrimental to the commerce of thas 
ifland.” - 


ORDERED, that a copy of this re- 
port be figned by the prefident, and 


E. delivered to Meff. Furne/l and Hibbert, 


in order to enable them to anfwer his 
Excellency’s letter, which was deliver- 
ed accordingly, and tranfmitred by 
them to his Excellency, accompanied 
with the following letter :

A Defeription of the Marquis De Mon- 
TALEMBERT’s Stove-Chimnies. 


IG. 1. reprefents the elevation of 
Fk achimney, viewed in front in 
which is madea ftove, tho’ a’chimney 
A is preferved, which may be fhut up 
by means of the two folding doors, 
D, E, one of which is fhewn openin 
this figure. When they are both open, 
it is a chimney where the fire is feea 
and kept up all day, as in acommon 
chimney; and when they are fhut it 
is a ftove, the interior conftruction of 
which is exhibited in Fig 2. and isin 
part reprefented here, above the break

Fig. 2. fhews a fection on the line 


CE F, of the plan (Fig. 3.) here is feen

the fire-place or hearth, R Ry which 
refts on the little block HG, cut off 
at T, and expreffed by the fame letters 
in the plan; this a being 4 
feet wide, 22 inches are allowed for 
the width of the leffer chimney to be 
built in the great one. On the hearth 
RR, the two fides L L are to be raif- 
ed of bricks 4 inches thick, and the 
arch M, has its {pring at about: 12 or 
1s inches abeve the hearth; at the 
top of it is to be an aperture M, a foot 
diameter, and 9 inches for the fmoak 
to pafsthrough. Onthe two jaumbs 
of the faid arah are alfo to be raifed 
of brick the two thin walls, N. 1. N. 2. 
fhe latter as high as the diaphragm 
PP, which croffes and totally clofes 
the chimney. The particulars of this 
diaphragm are exprefied in Fig. q. 
where the valves, No 1. and 2. are feen 
reprefented in Fig. 2, under the fame 
numbers ; the thin wall, No.1. mutt 
terminate about a foot below the dia- 
phragm P, to leave a free paflage for 
the fmoke, when the double valve 
No. 1. is fhut; this valve is compofed 
of two plates, 4 and 9; the upper plate 
4 is intended to clofe the aperture a, 
the lower g to clofe the aperture d; 


G thefe two apertures can never be clof- 


ed at once, asthe double valve is but 
one piece moveable on its axe &, i, 
Fig. 4. and when the part 4 is lowered 
to clofe the aperture a, this valve 
takes the pointed pofiticn ff and con- 
fequently leaves a free paflage for the 


H f{moke through the aperture d; the 


merit of the conftruétion of this valve 
confifts in preferving the heat in the 
¢ lateral 
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lateral funnels, whilft the middle fun- 
nel is open’: I muft oblerve that the 
part 4 fhould be heavier than the part 
q, that the former may move the lat- 
ter by itSown weight, when we give 
it liberty to fall. The valve No. 2. 
being fingle, requires no explanation. 
As to the way of making the valves 
move, It is evident that fuppofing a 
Jeaver to be fitted to the extremity of 
each axe, of a length proportionable 
to the weight of the wales tuch as are 
reprefented in # and s, Fig. 5. and 
placing a double leaver ¢ 2, to act at 
the corner of tube of the chimney, the 
the valves may be opened and fliut by 
means of the cords x x and yy, and 
thefe pieces moving in the thicknefs 
of the chimney walls need have but 
little or no prejection to interfere 
with external ornaments, &¢. it will 
be proper to placea little ftop behind 
the valye No. 2, to keep it fiom open- 
ing quite fo far as the vertical line, 
that it may drop back by its owh 
weight, upon letting go the cord y », 
which muit be faftened to a hook as 
wellas xx, all the while the valves 
are ta be kept open. 

Fig. 3 is the plan of the chimne 
exprefled in the preceding figure. G H 
and LK, are two brick blocks four 
inches thick, and feven inches afunder 
in order to fupport bricks of 8 inches 
in length, fo placed as to leave under 
them two paflages for fmoke; If you 
choofe to be at the expence of call- 
iron plates, you may fixin one the 
whole breadth of L M, and the brick 
blocks may be (uppreffed ; there is in- 
deed a neceflity of making ufe of fuch 
plates, when the hearth of the chim- 
ney is on a level with the floors and 
not very thick; the proper remedy in 
fuch a cafe is to place a plate both a- 
hoveandbelow. . 

Fig. 4. is the iron frame 9, 0, 0, 0, 
which fhould be made of the breadth 
and length of the funnel of the chim- 
ney, fixed by its four extremities 0, 4, 
0, 0, thro’ its wholeextent, by feveral 
iron claws let jnto the wall, and ftone- 
work of the chimney; the part m, 
thould be covered and exaétly clofed 
with brick, tile, or iron plates, like 
the valves. The axes ki, fg, of the 
valves fhould go through the ftone- 
work of the chimney, to receive at 
. their ends the apparatus which the 
cords are faftened to. 

Fig. 5. is a front view of the diffe- 
rent motions requifite to make the 
valves play ; there may be fen how 
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the double valve No. 3. is moved, and 

that with the fame faciliry as the fin- 

gle oné, No.2. the whole is perform. 

ae two cords, fitch as are nfed for 
elis. 

Fig. 6. reprefents.the elevation of 4 
ftove-chimney, whofe doors A and B, 
flide backwardsin grooves, arid mové 
afunder as far as the extremities of the 
two fides C and’ D, which may be ei- 
ther of marble or wainfcot ; in which 
conftruction the chimney may be kept 
open the whole width EF, (Fig. 3.) 
Thefe doors,for eafe, are made to mové 


B along rollers above and below. 


The advantages and conveniéncies 
of thefe ftove.chimneys, befides thofe 
mentioned in the above explaiation 
of the plate, are as follows; 

3. The chimney may in-an inftant 
be converted into a ftove, by opening 
one valve, and thutting the other, up- 
on pulling one of the cords; and a-.

3. By means of a dotible valve, the 
communication of the heat from one 
room to the other may be intercepted, 
and referved wholly for that where 
the fire is, and that under the circum- 
{tance of a ftove or a chimney, 

4. It is equelly eafy to warm two 
rooms on the fame floor, feparated by 
a wall, by kindling only one fire in 
either BY 4. 

5. By placing this fort of chimneys 
in corners, fix rooms may, with th¢ 
fame fire, be warmed ata time ; threé 
on one floor, and as many on that 
over or under it, and that with dif- 
ferent degrees of heat. 

6. Laitly, with one chithney only, 
placed in a partition-wall even with 
the ground, rooms on either fide the 
wall, and on every floor, may bé 


G warmed ; or the heat may be made to 


pafs even under the floerings, and 
that without incurring the leaft dan- 
ger from the fire. 

Such are the principal advantages 
of the propofed methods. The prin- 
ciple of thefe conftructions being

"SHE troops took the field again 

- March 18, and major Lawrence, 

who was juft returned from England, 

refumed the command. Captain Gin- 
gin commanded at Trichinopoli: The 
major and Capt. Clive, in their march 
to join him, were attacked on the 
28th by the French and Chunda Saib’s 
troops, but the former retreated in 
half an hour, and the general of the 


latter being killed, they alfo fied. pg 


Major Lawrence arrived that night at 
Trichinopoli, and took the command of 
the whole united army confifting of 
1200 Europeans and * Topafés, and 
1200 Sepoys; with the Nabob’s troops 
and thofe of his allies. The enemy 
avoided an attack by retreating; upon 
which Captain Clive was fent witha 
detachment to cut off their fupplies, 
and on 4pril7, he ftormed a oat fort 
where they had a large magazine of 
grain. After this, the Captain took 
poffeffion of a village and two pagodas, 
near which the enemy’s convoys muft 


pafs. On M. d'Auteul’s marching with p 


a reinforcement from Pondicherry, 
Captain Clive marched on the 14th to 
intercept him. In the mean time M, 
Law {ent a detachment to furprize the 
pagodas; but the Captain had regain. 
ed his camp that very night, M. d’4u- 
teul having retreated. About four in 
the morning, on the leffer pagoda 
being attacked, the French, by the 
means of fome deferters having been 
miftaken by the advanced guard fora 
reinforcement, Captain Clive ftarting 
out of his fleep, joined the French fe- 
poys who were then firing at random, 
and thinking them his own troops be- 
gan in the country language to repri- 
mand them. On this, one of the of- 
ficers, fufpecting him to be an Engli/b- 
man, cut at him with his fword; but 
by ‘advancing forward, the captain 
a the blow, receiving it near the 

ilt; and one of his own officers com- 
ing up, killed the French fepoy 
difengaged him. He then joined 
his own troops, and attacked the pa- 
goda which was then occupied by the 
French and the deferters. They fought 
defperately, killing feveral of the af- 
faillants.

A difavowed, and-immediately after fur- 


rendered at difcretion. May 15, Cap- 
tain Clive attacked, and the next day 
took Pitchanda, making the garrifon 
prifoners of war. On -the 27th the 
Captain was fent with a detachment 
to attack the French near Volcanda, and 
the governor of that fort refuling them 
protection, M. d'duteul’s whole party, 
confifting of 100 Europeans, 400 fepoys, 
and 300 horfe, furrendered themielves 
prifoners of war. The booty here 
made amounted to 10 oool, fterling. 
Chunda Saib being thus deprived of 
his allies, furrendered himfelf to Mo- 


C nachjee, the Tanjarine general; who, 


in violation of the moft facred oaths, 
without confulting theNabob orMajor 
Lawrence, ordered him to be beheaded 
on June 3. The head was fent to the 
Nabob, and then being tied to the 
neck of a camel, was carried five times 
round the walls of Trichinopoli attend- 
ed by 100,000 fpectatoit. + The fame 
day M. Law with the rett of the French 
who had been fome time befieged in the 
pagoda of Seringham,furrendered them- 
felves alfo prifoners ef war, amount- 
ing in the whole to 820 French and 
2000 fepoys; and thus Mahomed Allee 


E Cawn was re-inftated by Major Law- 


rence and Captain Clive in the Nabob- 
thip of the Carnatic. In this war the 
Englifo had not 50 men killed. 

The French however ftill retained 
Gingee and fome other places to the 
northward, Here therefore the war 
ftill continued ; and uly 26 the Ex- 
glifo under major Kineer, in an attack 
on the French were repulfed. After 
this, the French, advancing near to 
fort St David, were totally defeated 
Augufi 25, by Major Lawrence. In

countrymen from their lethargy, and 
by his prudence, courage, and atti- 
vity had principally contributed to 
raife their reputation. In Ober 
4753, he arrived in Exgland, where, in 
reward of his fervices he was prefented 
by the direGtors with.a rich {word fet 
with diamonds; an incitement to 
future fervices, a prelude to greater 
rewards! : : 
In 1755 Captain Cfive, being ap- 
pointed governor of Fort St David, 
with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel 
in the king’s troops, returned to 
India, and an intended expedition 
againft the Vice-roy Salabatzing being 
réndered abortive by the lofs of the 
Doddington Indiaman, in which the 
company had fent their plan, another 
expedition was undertaken in 1756 
againft the pyrate Angria. For the 
particulars of this, in which the king's 
fhips commanded by Admiral Wat/on, 
acted in conjunétion with the compa- 
ny’s troops under Col. Clive, (See Vol. 
XXVI p. 522.) In aword,Geria,theca- 
pital of Angria’s dominions, hitherto 
deem’d impregnable,was attacked and 
taken Frb. 13, & his treafure & effects, 
amounting to 125,000/. were divided 
among the captors. The Admiral 
and colonel at their return to Madra/s, 
hearing of the lofs of Calcutta, and the 
barbarity of the Soubah Surajad Dow- 
la, found it neceffary to proceed as 
foon as poffible to Bengal. After a 
tedious paffage, they arrived there 
December 6. Bufbudgia toit was at- 
tackéd and taken December 30, Tanna 
fort abandoned January 1, 1757, and 
fort William, at Calcutta, the attecting 
fcene of the Soubah’s cruelty, furren- 
dered to the Kent and Tyger the next 
day. The city of Huegley, 60 miles 
above Calcutta, was taken and deftroy- 
edon the rrth, and on February 2, 
the Soubah’s army, confifting of 
10,000 horfe and 15,000 foot, was at- 
tacked and defeated by Col, Chive, 
who had only 969 Europeans, and 1600 
fepoys. This accelerated a peace, 
which was figned on the 9th, On 
March 24 the French fort of Chandena- 
fore was taken after a vigorous de- 
fence, by the fhips and troops ; and 
thus, in a few days, the Viceroy was 
humbled, and the Arexch power brok- 
en. Surajad Dowla’s perfidy, howe- 
ver, foon occafioned freth hoftilities, 
and completed his ruin ; as he was to- 
tally defeated by Col. Clive. June 23, 
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in the faurous battle of P/afiy, and the. 


next day the conqueror, in a trium- 
phal manner, entered Muxadaba 

and placed ‘Yaffer Allee Cawn, one o 
the principal Generals, en the throna

E The whole fum agreed to be paid 
by the new Soubah, was 2,962, 500/, 
fterling, for the Engli/> company, in- 
habitants, troops, and failors. 

Adm. Wat/on died at Calcutta, great. 
ly lamented, Aug. 16. Col. Clive hap- 
pily furvived to enjoy in his native 
country the honour and the fortune 
he had acquired, He commanded in 
Bengal the two fucceeding years, from 
whence, in 1758, he fent two thirds 
of his force for the fecurity of Ma- 
drafs, then threatened ; and foon af- 
ter for 67 days unfuccefsfully befieged 

G by the French, In June that year, the 
Colonel received from England the 
commiffion of Prefident of the coun- 
cil at Calcutta, in other words, of Go- 
vernor of Bengal. His fervices were 
alfo rewarded by the Viceroy Faffer 
Allee Cawn, with a grant of about 

H 27,000/, a year. He was honoured al- 
fo by the Mogul, with the dignity of 
an Omrah of the empire : And the 
Jarge diftri¢ts which the company ac- 
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quired by his influence, produced 
near 600,000/. a-year. 

In O&. 1759, feven Dutch thips, with 
troops on board, arrived in the Gan- 
ges from Batavia, with a view, no 
doubt, of dividing the Englifh forces, 
or of expelling them entirely from 
Bengal: And in this they were clan- 
deftinely encotiraged by the Soubah. 
However, at Gov. Clive’s defire, the 
Soubah was prevailed with to forbid 
their proceeding up. the river ; but 
they, difregarding his orders, and dif- 
embarking their troops, the feven 
Dutch ar were attacked on Now. 24, 
and fix of them taken by the Calcutta, 
Duke of Dorfet, and Hardwicke Eaft-In- 
diamen. The other, which efcaped, 
was intercepted by the Oxford and 
Royal George ; and, the day following, 
their troops alfo were totally defeated 


near Chandenagore, by Col.Forde. This ¢ 404 from a ftranger-mufe unpurchas'd lays, 


immediately brought the Dutch to 
terms ; and on thecouncil at Hughley 
difowning the proceedings of their 
‘fhips, adinowiclgiog themfelves the 
aggr¢ffors, and agreeing to pay cofts 
and damages, their veffels and prifo- 
ners were reftored. 


The Englifh at Bengal had the more D 


reafon to be jealous of the Dutch, as 
the Shaw Zadda,a fon of the late Mo- 
gul, and undoubted heir of the Mo- 
gul empire, had fet up pretenficns to 
the Sor.bahfhip of Bengal, and invaded 
the ». »vinces on the fide of Patna, 
with a. aumerous army ; bat Col, Clive 
joined the Soubah, preferved Patna, 
and drove the Prince beyond the river 
Kurrumnaffa*. The Prince frequently 
wrote to the Colonel, offering ariy 
terms to the company and himfelf, on 
condition the Englifh would quit the 
Soubah, and join his arms; but the 
Colonel gave him no encouragement. 
In Jan. 1760, Mr Clive (till then a 
Lieut. Col.) was advanced to the rank 
of Colonel in the King’s troops; and 
on Feb. 8, he refizned the government 
to Mr Holawel!, and embarked for En- 
gland; where, on Sept. z, he was pre-

In the prefent parliament, which firft 
met at Wefiminfler, Nov. 3, 1761, Col. 
Clive was elected for the borough 6f 
Shrew/bury; and Dec. 1, he was ad- 
vanced to an Irifb peerage, by the title 
of Lord Clive, Baron of Plaffey. ; 

In 1764, frefh difturbances having 
happened in Bengal, and affairs there 
being looked upon as defperate, all 
eyes were turned on his Lordfhip as 
the only man who could again retrieve 
them : and this arduous tafk he rea- 
dily undertook, every thing at honie 
being fettled to his fatisfaction, and 
full powers, civiland military, being 
entrufted to him abroad, He was a¢- 
cordingly again appointed to the pre- 
fidency or government of Bengal; and 
afcer being honoured by bis Majefty 
with the Knighthood of the Bats, and 
the rank of Major-General, he fet 
fail for India in the Kent, fuze 4. The 
feafon being fo far advanced, his 
Lordthip had the misfortune to lofe 
his paflage, and therefore did not ar- 
rive at Calcutta till May 3, 1765; and 
there, by the laft accounts, his con- 
duct appears more great and glorious

HE oth of Auguft, 1762, M. de

the fun waseclipfed. In the {pace of 
about two hours and a half, the South 
fide of the faid body, whatever it was, 
appeared detached from the limb of

B dle, in breadth about three of the 


fun’s digits, and nine in length, did 
not quit the fun’s Northern limb, 
This {pindle kept continually advan- 
cing on the fun’s body, from Eaft te- 
wards Weft, with no more than about 
half the velocity with which the ordi« 
nary folar {pots move; for it did not 
difappear till the 7th of September, af« 
ter having reached the fun’s Weftera 
limb.

Ice abounds with nobleffe ; mar- 
N quifes, Counts; and Barons. 
tree or four are of refpeétable fami- 
hes, the reft are fprung from traders, 
who had faved a little money, and be- 
came noble by purchafe. One is from 
an apothecary, another from a retail- 
er of wine, a third from a dealer in 
anchovies ; and the Dottor was told, 
there was a Cont at Villa Franca, 
whofe father fold macaroni in the 
fheeets. 

In this. country, a man may buy a 
Margqeifate or a county for about four 
hundred pounds fterliug, and the title 
foltows the fief; but he may become 
noble ftili cheaper, by what are called 
Lettres de Noblefz, which may be procu- 
sed torabout fourty guineas. 

In Sawoy'there are 6co families of 
moblefle, the greate(t part of whom 
have not more than five and twenty 
pounds a-year, and, in the mountains 
of Peidmont, and even in the county 
of Nice; there are fome reprefenta- 
tives of very ancient noble families, 
that are reduced to the condition of 
peafants. They fii}, however, retain 
the pride of their houfe, and boaft of 
the noble blood that runs in their 
veins. A Gentleman told the Do@or 
that in travelling through the moun- 
tains, he paifed the night in a cottage 
of one of thefe rufticated nobles, who 
calied to his fon in the evening, * Che- 
* walier, astu donne a manger aux co- 
* chans ?’—* Sir Knight, hait thou fed 
** the hogs?” 

Two or three of the nobleffe of Nice 
have five hundred a-year; the rett 
have about a hundred piftoles *, ari- 
fing from filk, ryey wine, and oran- 
ges,-produced in their little plantati- 
ons, where they have alfo country- 
houfes,moft of them miferable e- 
nough. . : 

The knowledge of the following 
particulars will be ufeful to fuch per- 
fons as Wave occafion to try the cli- 
mate of Nice: 

Four pefforis in a coach, or in two 
poft-chaifes, with a fervant on horfe- 

back, may travel poft from Calais to 
Nice for about rzo/. including every 
expence. 

At Nice no ready furnifhed lodgings 
afe to be found for a whole family ; 
but juft without the town, near one

large clofets that ferved for bed-cham- 
bers’ and dreffing rooms, ‘a butler’s, 
roomj-and three apartments for fer- 
vants lumber, or‘ftores, which were 
a(cended by narrow wooden ffairs. 
He had alfo two fmall gardetis, well 
ftocked with lemons, ‘oranges, peach- 
es, grapes, corinths, fallads, and pot- 
The gardens were fupplied 
with good water, from a draw. well, 
and the veftibala o. the houfe, which 
was cool, large, and magnificent, was 
furnifhed with another. * 

Furniture for fuch a tenement may 
be hired for about two’ guineas a 
month ; but he chofe rather to buy 
what was neceflary, for which he paid 
about 60/. and fuppofed he could fell 
it for half the money when he left the 
place. : 

It is difficult to proturea tollerable 
cook at Nice 3 a coinmon maid-fervant 


E may be hired for about 6 /. a-year. 


The markets are fupplied with good 
beef all the year, and in winter with 
excellent poik and lamb. The mut- 
ton Dr Smoilet fays is but indifferent ; 
he does not tell us whether, fuch as it 
is, the market affords it all the year, 
They have good veal, fine capons, fed 


F with maize from Piedmont, and excel- 


lent turkeys, but very few geefe. The 
chickens and pullets are very lean, 
and the Dr never.could make them 
fat. In autumn and winter Nice af- 
fords hares, partridges, quails, wild

Sométimes the fifhhermen find under 
water pieces of hard cement, . of a-tri- 
angular form, that weigh from a2 to 
ig pounds; the cement is, hard. as 
marble, and yet in the heart of thefe 
maffes is found a kind of mufcle, call- 
ed 4 Date, from its refemnblance to that 
fruit, alive and juicy ; upon breaking 
one of thefe maffes. with a hammer, 
about 12 mufcles are generally found, 
for the production and fubfiftence of 
which, it is extremely dificult to ac- 
count. 

Anchovies ate.caught here in fuch 
plenty, that a fmall boat fometimes 
takes five hundred weight in one night. 
Nothing can, be more delicious than 
freth anchovies fried in oil. 

The tunny fo is alfo caught here, 
of the gills and tlood of which the 
aicients made a pickle called garum. 

Butchef’s meat, in general, fells at 
Nice for fomewhat lefs than twopence- 
halfpenny a-pound,their pound,which 
is but 12 ounces, felling for about 
three fols, ten of which are equal to 
fix-pence; veal is fomewhat dearer. 
Fifi is about three. pence a pound; a 
turkey may be bought for three fhil- 
lings; acapon, a brace of partridg- 
es, or a hare, for eighteen-pence ; and 
a wood cock, fora fhilling. Pigeons 
are dearer than in London; rabbets 
very rare, and fcarce a goofe to be 
feen. 

Sea turtles are often found here, 
but they are not of the green fort, fo 
much valued in London ; they are of 
the kind called the /oggerbead, never 
eaten in the Weft- Indies but by Negroes 
and the lowelt clafs of people. The 
land -tortoife is common, being a na- 
tive, the foup or bouillon_of which is 
always prefciibed inconfumptive cafes.

fubfift upon the refufe, of the garden, 
very coarfe bread, a kind of meal made 
of indian corn, called polenta, and a 
little. oil. This provifion, however, 
they cannot always procure, for apea- 
fant hasbeen known to feed hisfamily 
with the tkins of boiled beans. 

The popul 
ly; murder & robbery are unknown ; 
and a man may walk alone over the 
whole. cor-nty. of Nice at midnight 
without danger. 

No man is permitted to wear a pif-

An Effay' on the’ \Management of BEES. 
| Wihereinix fortron the Method of rearing 
thafe ufeful tnfeRs 3 and that the Praétice 
of faving their Lives when their Honey 
and Wax are taken from ‘them, was 
known te the Antients, aud is, in itfelf, 
fimple, and eafily executed. By John 
“Mills, F.R.S. 
TYH TIS feems to be a very ufeful 
work, though it confifts-chiefly 
ot extraéts from other writers. All 
the praétical inftructions concerning 
the breeding and management of 
bees, andthe taking of their honey 
and wax without deftroying them, 
which are to be found in the beft wri- 
ters, being here brought together. 
The compiler has made great ufe ofa 
little book called collateral bee boxes, 
written by the Rev.Mr White, to whofe 
method he has made litrle improve- 
ment of addition. Such an account 
of Mr White's book as will enable the 
reader to practice the method it de- 
{crives and recommends, will be found 
in Fol, xxvi. p. 251. P 

Of the other parts of this work, the 
following is an epitome : 

A hive of bees confifts of a queen, 
of male bees, which are the drones, 
and of working bees, which are of nei- 
therfex." ~ 

The combs are their magazines,and 
nurferies for their offspring. ; 

Tlie queen is eafily diftinguifhed 
from the reft; the is longer, larger, 
and ha’ itraiter legs and fhorter wings, 
for they fcarce reach beyond her mid- 
dle, 

A hive cannot fubfift without a 
queeh ; the bees will all follow her if 
fhe is taken away, and, if the dies, all 
the bees of the hive leave off working, 
and coniume their honey. 

The death of the queen may be 
known by aclear and interrupted hum- 
ming, which fhould bea fignal to the 
owner of the hive to take what itcon- 
tains, or procure another queen. 

Amorher queen:may be procured by 
incorporating a weak fwarm with the 
hive thathas lof its queen, or by in- 
toxicating a fwarm among which there 
is frequently more than one queen, 
particuiar direttions for whith, will 
be found in the fequet, 
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and latitude.—Quere, Whether fuch 
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The drones are fmaller than the 
queen, ‘but larger than the working 
bee; and, when they fly, make more 
noife ; they are commonly called bum- 
bé beés, and are without a fting. Thefe 


impregnate the queen bee, and after 
the feafon for 'increafing the nuinber 
of bees is paft, they are deftroyed by 
the working bees, and the bodies 
dragged out of tlie hive; they are fel-' 
dom to be’ found ina hive but from 
the middle of May to the end of Fune ; 
we remain till Auguf it is a bad 
ign, 

eThe working bees have the care of 
the hive, collect the wax and honey, 
fabricate the wax, build the cells, feed 
the young, keep the hive clean, aud 
drive out ftrangers. 

The working bee has two ftomachs, 
one contains the crude wax, and one 
the honey ; they have alfo ftings, which 
are neceflary both for offence and de- 
fence; yet if the fting is left in the 
body of the enemy, the bee dies. 

It has commonly been thought that 
the balls which appear faftened to the 
legs of bees returning to the hive, are 
wax, but this isa miftake: They are 
a powder collected from the ftamina 
of flowers, and not yet brought to the 
ftate of wax, an operation that is per- 
formed in the body of the bee, for 
which purpofe the bees eat it. It is 
converted into wax by the edigettive 
powers of the bee, and then difgorged 
asit is worked up into combs, When 
the hive is built, and they have no far- 
ther ule for wax, they colleét a fub- 
ftance for food which is a kind of crude 
wax, and called bce bread. This is de- 
polited in particular cells, and the 
quantity collected’ in fome hives a- 
mounts to an hundred weight in a 
feafon, 

Jt is commonly fuppofed that the 
cells are the habitations of bees, be- 
caufe at certain feafons éach cell has 
a bee in it; but the cells ferve as ftore- 
houfes for the crude wax, for the ho- 
ney on which the bees fubfit during 
the winter or bad weather*, and repo- 
fitories. for the maggots or nympha. 

It is now the opinion of naturalifts, 
that bees do not make honey, but col- 
leét it only; that honey is @ juice di- 





* There is an \imperfeGtion and obfcusity 
in this work, common to allymere compilati- 
ons.

there aré ttyo kinds of honey-dew, one, 
thougin fuppdfed to fall upom the leaves 
of trees, is no Other than a fweet juice 
which, having circulated through the 
welfels df Vegetables, is feparated m 
proper refervoirs : It is fometimes de- 
pofited in the pith, as in the fugar- 
cane; and fometimes in tie juice of 
pulpy fummer fruits when ripe*. 

he other kind of honey dew is the 
excrement of an infect which the 
Grench call a puceron, which we tran- 
flate wine-fretter, andour country peo- 
ple, a lou/e. : 

The celisin a hive are of different 
capacities ; thofe intended to be 
nurferies for working bees are half an 
inch deep ; thofe for drones, or male 
hees, three quarters of an inch ; thofe 
for honey fill deeper. ; 

The queen depofits an egg in each 
of the nurfery. cells, having firlt exa- 
mined wheiher it is fitteft for a work- 
ing bee or a drone. The amazing fe- 
eundity of thefe infects appears from 
their oon for a. fwarm, not the 
mot numerous, confifts of 20,000, 
all. produced in about two months ; 
and a fecond, and even a third 
farm, may.alfo proceed from the 
fame Rock. 

An egg is laid at the bottom of a 
cell; in.a few days it is hatched; a 
ynaggot then. makes its appearance, 
and.in about fix, days arrives at its full 
growth, haying been carefully fed by

HE extraordinary fize and anti- 
quity of the chefnut-tree atYory- 
‘worth, in Glouceflerfoire, now the 
feat of the Lord Ducie, mentioned 
in your faithful regifter, Vol. xxxii. 
p- 54.3 excited my curiofity to fee jt, 
and [ have been fome years trying to 
rocure a drawing of it, from its no- 
ble owner, but without fuccefs, 
I have at laft happily met with an 
ingenidus young man, Fobn Player, of 
Stoke, Who, at my requeft, hag at- 
tempted to give a ketch of it, as well 
as the nature of its fituation hetween 
three walls would admit; and I hope 
the following particular account of it 
will prove acceptable to the admirers 
of trees, 

This old chefnut hasa very fingular 
fituation, for it ftands in the angles of 
three gardens, the walls having been ¢ 
built up to it, or againft it, which, un- 
doubtedly, has been a great check to 
its growth, and occafion of decay,

The body is ahout ten feetto the 
fork, Then it divides into two great 
limbs, about 8 foot long each, but on 
the N. E. fide there appears to have 
been feveral large limbs cut off many 
years ago. This difmembring feems 
to have contributed much to the de- 
cay on that fide ; on the N.W. it is ftill 
found, The largeft part of the tree is 
living, and very frui:ful, having on it 
a great quantity of nuts, feemingly 
like the true Spanifs kind. As the 
natsfall, cir growth is encouraged 
by the wee 4s that are underit, Many 
young trees are come up, ana fur- 
round the old one, 

The folid contents of this venerable 
tree, according to the cuftomary 
manner of meafuring timber, is 1965 

(Gant. Mac. Jury 1766, 
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feet, but its true geometrical contents 
are much more. 

As this ftately tree in the reign of 
K.. Stephen was fo remarkable for its 
magnitude as then to be called, by 
way of eminence, the great chefnut of 
Tamworth, now Tortfworth, as may be 
feen on record Lib. III. Cap. 7, 38, of 
Mr Evelyn's Sylva, 4th edit. p. 232, and 
his sth edit. p. 203. And as it had 
then long fixed the boundary of the 
manor, it probably took its beginning 
in the reign of King Egbert, Anno 800, 
From thence down to the firft year of 
King Stephen, Anno 1135, i8 335 yearse 

And if it is allowed to pay any re- 
gard to an old tradition of the three 
periods given to the oak and chefnut, 
viz. Three hundred years growing. 

Three hundred years ftanding. 
Three hundred years decaying. 

It countenances my conjecture, thas 
this venerable chefnut is not much lef 
than a thoufand years old, 

From King Stephen, Anno 1145, to 
this prefent year 1766, is 631 years, 
which being added to the 335 years 

receding King Stephen's time, makes 
its certain age 966 years, and a very 
great age it is. P. CoLuINson. 

P.S. I muf not forget te add, the 
famous chefnut-tree, now growing in 
Writtle Park, one of the feats of Lord 
Petre, near Ingateflone, Effex. 

This ftately tree is 45 feet girth, a- 
bout 5 foot above ground, hath 3 or 4 
large limbs, that raife their heads 
from its trunk,and look as towers on a 
caftle. Its fine green flourifhing top is 
feen con{picuous at adiftance. Pro- 
bably this noble tree comes but a few 
centuries fhort of the age of the great 
chefnut mentioned above. 


Thefe trees are undonbtedly na- 


F tives of this ifland.—Dr Dale, in his 


Hifory of Harwich, mentions them 
growing fpontaneoufly in fome wood 
nearthat town; and, in Kent, many 
woods abound with them to this day : 
But the neareft to London are the chef- 
nut trees growing in the woods of 
Fobn Cator, Efg; at Stump’s Hill, near 
Beckenham, in Kent. 

But the great profit and ufe they 
produce for hop- poles, &c. is the rea- 
fon itis fo rare to fee large trees in 
woods. 

I have it from good authority, from 
a Norman family, that in Normand, 
they have a tradition, that the origi- 
nal of the cheinut-trees growing in 
that country, were brought from En- 
gland, probably in William the Con-

Aftera fhort confultation, they re- 
folved toreturn each one to his lodg- 
ing, to get together what requitites 
they could, to take horfe and go di- 
rectly to Pre aux Cleres, in a condition 
to fell their lives as dear as poilible if 
they fhould be attacked there ; and, 
if time would permit, to get into the 
country, and retire to their feveral e- 
ftates. 

At break of day they received ad- 
vice, that all the boats of the river 
were full of foldiers, and that as foon 
as they were fet on fhore, they ran up 
the Rue de Seine. 

Thofe who had been moft expediti- 
ous, executed the defign of aflembling 
at Pre Aux Clercs, from whence they 
retreated into the country. The de 
la Force's, two brothers, being on horfe- 
back, the elder retreated with the reft,

and determining not to forfake them,

The door was almoft immediately 
befet by a great number of foldiers,

A number of foldiers immediately 
poured into the court-yard, comman- 
ded by an officer whofe name was 
Martin, who tan upto the chamber, 


followed by many of the men, {word., 


in hann, crying out, Kill, Kill! They 
immediately difarmed all they found 
in the chamber, and driving them up 
into a cornerof the room, they faid, 


Uf you will pray, pray ; for your death is 
at band. 


M. de /a Force the father, faid, with 
great coolneis and prefence of mind, 
** As tome, Sir, who, by the courfe 
** of mature, cannot live long, ufe 
** your pleafure ; but have fome re- 
** gard to children, who can have 
«* given no offence, and whofe death 
** can be no gain. I am able to re- 
** deem them with a ranfom that wiil 
$* do you more good.” 

Being thus reftrained from imme- 
diate murder, they began to pillage 
the houfe, but not finding the keys of 
the coffers, the fervants Waving made 
their efcape, they dragged the coffers 
into the middle of the yard, and broke 
them open withthe andirons; fothat 
money, plate, and every thing elfe of 
value fell into their hands. 

When this was done, they cried out 
again, with horrid blafphemies, That 
they muft kill all they found, baving ex- 
prefs ordets to {pare none. 

But God, who had otherwife or- 


dained, gave M. de /a Force's expoftu- E 


Jation and intreaty fuch power over 
their hearts, that being promifed a 
ranfom of 2,000 crowns, Capt. Martin 
turning upon his heel, faid to them, 
follow me. 

When they were got down into the 


court-yard, they made them tear their 


handkerchiefs, and ftick them, by 
way of cockade, in the fhape of acrofs, 
in their caps and hats; at the fame 
time tucking up the fleeve of the right 
arm ashigh asthe fhoulder, which was 
the fignal given to all that were actors 
in the maffacre. 

The people of the family that fol- 
lowed Martin, were five ; the father, 
the two children, their valet-de-cham- 
bre, whofe name was Gaf, and their 
page, named LaVigere.

M. de la Force, therefore, without 
lofs of a moment, fent Gaf, the chil- 
drens valet-de-chambre, to Madame 
de Brifembourg, his filter-in law, at the 
Arfenal, to give her an account of his 
fituation, and requefling, that as Capt. 
Martin, whofe prifoners they were, 
had faved their lives upon the promife 
of 2000 crowns ranfom, fhe would 


C affit them in their preffing dittreis, 


and fend them the money, adding, 
that the bufinefs required the utmott 
expedition and fecrecy. 

The Lady told Gaf, that the hoped 
fhe fhould be able on the fecond day, 
which was Twe/day, to fend the moner, 
but that the report of their being pri- 
foners having taken air, fhe very muca 
feared-it might come to the’ King’s 
ear, and that he would give fpecial 
orders for their being put to death. 

Gafl, when he returned to his maf- 
ter, confirmed this account, and faid, 
that as it was now in their power to 
efcape, they ought to avail themfelves 
of their advantage, without the lofs of 
a minute. The Swif/s, at the fame 
time, to whofe cuftody they had been 
delivered, declared they would attend 
them wherever they would, and would 
chearfully hazard their lives for the 
chance of preferving them all. But 
M. ce la Force, who had given his 
word of honour, replied, with great 
conftancy, I bave pledged my faith, and 
it muft not be violated. Iwill bere wait 
~ pleafure, who will difpofe of us fer 
the befi. 

Ca ftill preffed him to {uffer the 
children, at leaft one of them, to ¢fe 
cape, as the death of all that remained

fome French, They went, directly up 
to the chamber .where the prifoners 
werg confined, and the Count told M. 
de la ,Force,.thar Mont. the King’s 
brother, having heard that they were 
prifoners, had fent him to find him 
out, and defired, to fpeak with him. 
As foon as the words were out of his 
mouth, his men, going up to the pri- 
foners, ftripped off their cloaks, hats, 
and caps, which they made no doubt 
was a prelude to their death. M. de 
Ja Force complained of this treatment, 
fuppofing that the money which he 
ae been promifed for his ranfom, was 
veady. 

o * affafins feeing but four per- 
fons, afked where was the fifth? The 
fifth was Gaf, who, during their hor- 
rid deliberations, had hidden himfelf 
inthe garret. They immediately be- 
gan to feek him, with {uch diligence, 
that at laft they found him ; and then 
they drove them all to the butchery. 

When they got to the bottom of the 
Rue des Petits-Champs [ Little-fields -fireet] 
mear the ramparts, they cried out, 
Kill, Kill!

It ia impoffible to give our readers any 
part of the pleafure they would receive 
fiom thé narrative by an epitome ; the e- 
vents which it relates, are, in general, 
well known, andthe manner and little in- 
cidents, which never fail to diftinguifh ac- 
counts given by the parties to whom they 
relate, an epitome could not preferve. A 
Speculative reader will find great entertain- 
ment in comparing it with the account 
given by Lord:Clarendon ; he will fee little 
particulars imperfectly gleaned up by re- 
port, heightened by the art of an hiftorian, 
aod flrangely mifpiaced. in Clarendon’s ac- 
eount, and the real faéts in the kinv’s own 
Narrative as they happened. It will great- 
ly leffen the credit of hiftory in general, ex- 
cept in the great outlines, to obferve in fo 
able and faithful a writer as Lord Ciaren- 
don, who had alfo opportunities of know- 
ing what he recorded better than moft 
hiftorians that have written, fo ftrange a 
deviation from the naked truth and fimpli- 
city of. the following facts :

Mrs Lare and I took our journey to- 
wards Brifio/, refolving to lie at .a place 
called Long Marfon, in the Vale of Efbam, 
But we had. not gone two hours on our 
way, but the niare I rode oncait.her thoe ;

who knew me, to enquire what the mat- 
ter was ; who, returning, came up and 
told me, that there was a rogue, a trocp- 
er, come out of Cromwell's army, that was 
telling the people that he had kilied me, 
and that that was my buff coat which he 
had then on 3 upon which, moft of the vil- 
lage being Fanatics, they were ringing the 
bells, and making a bonfire for doy, 
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Thefe incidents, which happened at d?f- 
ferent and diftant places, Lard Clarendon

# It was happy the King’s jealoufy haft- 
ened him from the inn [near Lyme.] It

The paffengers who 
had lodved in the inn that night, had, as 
foon as they were up, fent tor a fmith to 
vifit their horfes, it being a hard froft, 
The (mith, when he had done what he was 
fent for, according to the cuftom of that 
people, examined the feet of the other two 
horfes, to find more work, When he had 
obferved them, he told the hoft of the 
houfe, that one of thofé korfés had travel+ 
led far, and that he was fure that his four 
fhoes had been made in four feveral coun- 
ties; which, whether‘his {kill were ahle to 
difcover, or no, was very true. The fmich 
going to the fermon, told this ftory to 
fome of his neighbours, and fo it came to 
the ears of the preacher, when his fermon 
was done, Immediately he fent for an 
officer, and fearched the inn, and enquired 
for thofe horles, and being informed that 
they were gone, he caufed horfes to be 
fent to follow them, and to make énqiiry 
after the two mén who rid thofe horfes, 
and pofitively declared, that one of them 
was Charles Stewart.” 

If this extraa from Lord Clarendon re- 
lates real faéts, and did not :ife from the 
faéts above extracted from the king's nar- 
rative, it is very frange, feeing they are fo 
extraordinary, that the king's natrative 
thould be wholly fitent about them, 

In the letters, many of which have been 
before publifhed, the king appears to ad- 
vantage ; but from the laft in this collec- 
tion there is reafon to conclude hé died in 
the Popith religion : This, however, is no 
difgrace to him, for he would not have di- 
edinit if he had not believed it to be true, 
Theletter is as follows :

2. Differtations on-fubjeéts relating to 
the genius and the evidences of Chrifliani- 
ty. By Alexander Gerrard, D. D. Profeffor 
of Divinity in the Marifchal College of “4- 
berdeen. 68 . Millar. 

The firft of thefe differtations is intend- 
ed to prove, that the evidences of Chriftia- 
nity were at firft propofed in the propereft 
manner, The fecond, that Chriftianity is 
confirmed by the oppofition of Infidels. 

As to the firft differtation, nothing rela- 
tive to the firft evidesices of Chriftianity is 
fo certain, as that they were fuch and fo 
propofed as that fome did, and fume did 
not believe it, Jt is certain that belief and 
difbelief are neceffarily determined by evi- 
dence, and that there is evidence which 
immediately, irrefiftibly, and univerfally 
carries convition, Why Chriftianity was 
not firft fupported by fuch evidence, is a 
vain enquiry ; to prove that any evidence, 
fhort of this, was more proger than this 
evidence, is impoffible. We muf endea- 
vour to prove, that we have a divine reve- 
lation by dire evidence ; and then take 
the propriety of the manner in which its 
evidence was firft propofed, for granted ; 
we can’never make the manner in which 
it was firft propofed, a collateral proof of 
its divine origin, without prefuppofing 
what will make collateral proof unnecef- 
ary. 

This author pre-fuppofes miracles ; but 
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to thofe who now take the miracles r¢- 
corded in the NewsTejtament tor granted, 
the collateral proofs of this author are un- 
necefflary ; and to thofe.who do not admiz 
the miracles, they muft, of courfe, be in- 


« conclufive, 


« 


This author obferves, that the evidences" 
of Chriftianity are of two kinds, dire and 
collateral ; and that the dire evidence may 


be divided into internal and external. The- 


external evidences are miracles and prophe- 
cy, the internal evidence, its exccllency ; 
by thefe Chrifianity muft ftand or fail : 
And this author very judicioufly obferves, 
that the internal evidence of Chriftianiiy, 
ariting tromits excellency,has much greart- 


er force than moft Chriftian writers have ' 


allowed it ; for, when its exczllence is ur- 
ged as a dire& proof of itstruth and divini- 


ty, that excellence muft be confidered in * 


reference to the principal end of Chriftia- 
nity. Excellence confifts in the fitnefs of 
a thing to anfwer fome end of importance, 
The end of Chriftianiry is the fpiritual im- 
provement of mankind, the prefert virtue 
and comfort, and the future perfection and 


But Chriftians have not always fearched 
the Gofpel with a defign only to find food 
by which their fouls may be nourifhed to 
eternal life, but they have fought what 
might gratify their curiofity, give an occa- 
fion to difplay their ingenuity, or counte- 
nance refinements into which they had pre- 
vioufly run ; and while they were intent on 
diawing from the Gofpel imaginary bene- 
fics, which it was never defigned to afford, 
they have, too often, Joft fight of the reat 


advantaxes of which it is naturally produc - | 


tive. When Chriftians have thus overlook « 


‘happinefs of ail who yield to its powers 


ed the defign of that religion which they ° 


profefs to believe, it is no wonder that In- 
fidels have miftaken it too, When they 
hear it afferted’ that Chriftianity is excel- 
Jent, they fuppofe that it ought to contri- 
bute fomething to every end that ig valua- 
ble in any fenfe, however foreign to its 
profeffed detign ; and if they can think of 
any purpofe which they are pleated to reck - 
on defirable, but to which Chriftianity does 


. Not contribute, they take it for granted that 


this is contrary to its excelience, and an 
objection againft its divine origin, 

But as the profefled end of Chriftianity ts 
moft important, we ought to determine its 
excellence folely by examining its fitnefs 
for this end, If it contains powertul 
means of virtue ; if it affords folid grounds 
of joy, fuited to the condition of human 
creatures, it is excellent: It is not only 
fuch areligion as may have been revealed 
by God, and ought to be received on a po~ 
fitive proof that it was revealed by him, 
but its very ftru€ture intimates that it is 
divine, in a manner fimilar to that in 
which 


~ 
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which the benign and wife contrivance of 
the world proves it to be the work of 
God. Admit that it throws no new light 
upon any of the {ciences, that it does not 
corre& the errors of the vulgar concerning 
the conftitution of nature ; that it gives 
no decifion in many queftions which fpe- 
culative men have raifed concerning reli- 
gion and morality ; that it affords no gra- 
tification to icle curiofity, with refpect to 
all the circumftances, and motives, and u- 
fes of the very difpenfation which itfelf 
brings to light, that it is not in any de- 
gree Subfervient to many purpofes very de- 
firabie to mankind, and that it ts liable to 
a thoufand other objeGions of the fame 
kind, nothing can be inferred, but that 
oriftianity does not promote ends which 
it never hadinview, It isfufficient if it is 
adapted to its own end ; it is from the 
importance of this, and from its fitnefs 
to promote it, that the excellence of Chri- 
Mianity arifes ; that its endis thus impor- 
tant, and that to this end it is well adapt- 
ed, the advocate for Chrifiianity thould 
qincipally endeavour to prove, and upon 

his proof the credibility of Chriftianity 
muft principally depend, Yet there are 
what this writer calls collateral proofs, All 
ele collateral proofs of Chriftianity are in 
one fenfe internal evidences ; they all 
arife from fome particulars in the nature of 
this religion, from fome circumftances 
which have attended.or fprung from its re- 
<tption, or from fome remarkable faéts 
conneéted with ir, and related in the Ga- 
4pel hiftory. The manner in which Cérsf 
and his Apoflles propofed the evidertce of 
their miffion, this author confiders as one 
collateral proof of Chriftianity ; and the 
conceffion of InGdels in its favour, and the 
fuppofed advantages derived to Chriftiani- 
ay from their oppofition, as another, 

On the firft of thefe collateral proofs .a 
semark has been already made. With re- 
fpeé to the fecond, allowing what the au- 
thor advances, ‘* That if there had nat 


** been infidels, we fhould have wan- - 


<* ted fome part of the evidence which we 
«* now have for the truth of Chriftianity.”” 

%t muft be alfo allowed, that if there had 
mot been Infidels, this additional evidence 
wauld have been unneceffary. Every In- 
fidgl is an Infidel by neceffity ; by the 
want cf fuch evidence as, when it produ- 
ses belief, producesit irrefitibly, and with 
a total independence on the will, That 
the defe& of evidence which necefarly 
deft men in unbelief, fhould operate in fa- 
wour of belief in general, (eems abfurd to 
fuppofe ; if it does not operate in favour 
ot belief in general, the benefit arifing 
from the oppotition of unbelievers, can 
pia be fuppofed to countenvail the evil 
re) 


their pnbeiief, or attone for the defect 








that produced it. This reafoning, how- 
ever, only proves, that a finite cannot ac- 
count for the difpenfations of an infinite 
Being. It muftnot be confidered as an ob- 
jection of any force againft Chriftianity, 
becaufe, as this ingenious author obferves, 
** Scripture was not intended to gratify i- 
** dle curiofity, with refpe&t to the cir- 
“« cumftances, motives, and ufes of the 
** difpenfation it reveals ; and though we 
** cannot, by Scripture, remove thefe ob- 
** jections, the excellence of Scripture, 
* one dire&t proof of its divine origin 
** ftands unfhaken, if it appears to be fuf- 
“< ficiently adapted ta its own ends, and 
** its own ends to be fufficiently impor- 
s* tant.”’ 

This work, to whatever objeétions it 
may be liable, is executed with great per- 
fsicuity, force, and precifion, and cannot 
be read without advantage, even by thofe 
who think the arguments lefs conclufive 
than they appear to the author,

Men have died for opinions not lefs 
extravagant and abfurd than his may be 
thought by thofe who moft condemn him, 
This author, therefore, feems to have afferted 
too boldly what hecannot certainly know ; 
and iz is pity that he did not expofe the 
folly and mifchief of Methodi{m, without 
reprefenting any individual of that denomi- 
nation, as knowingly in league with the 
Devil, for the damnatior of mankind. 

The Methodift’s manner of preaching is 
defcribed with great humour.

Pudding is pudding ftill, they know, 

Whether it has a plumb or no ; 

So, tho’ the preacher has*no fkill, 

A fermonis a fermon ftill. 

The bdricklay’r throws his trowel by, 

And now bus/ds manfions in the fay ; 

’ The cobler, touch’d with boly pride, 

Flings his old fhoes, and /af afide, 

And now devoutly tets about 

Cobbling cf fouls, that ne’er wear out 5. 

The baker, now a preacher grown,

Ublic prayers have been put up ail over 
tC Italy to obtain from Heaven a ceffation of 
the rains, with which their grounds have been 
overflowed for fome time paf. The mira- 
culous crucifixes of the nuns of St. Fames’s in 
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There is a very remarkable paffage in a 
letter, faid to be written by Dr Matty, to M. 
de la Condamine, in the foreign prints which 
we can hardly believe to be true. They make 
the Doétor tell his friend, ‘ that the exiftence 
* of giants is here cenfirmed ; that between

fe, and the deluded people, who have great 
aith in their power invoke them from morn- 
ing till night. 

One of the galley flavee in thé port of 
Villa Franca; having been conviGed of throw- 
ing the coniecrated wafer, which he had re- 
ceived at tht communion upon the ground 
was condemned by the fenate of JVice to be 
hang’d and afterwards thrown into the fire 
and burnt, which featence being confirmed by 
his Sardinian majefty, the man was execut- 
ed on the 7th paft. Another flave who held 
the arm of the former, when he was going to 
take up the the wafer to cut it with his knife 
to fee if it would b'eed, for his zeal in pre- 
venting this additional profanation, was 1¢- 
ed to liberty. 

A very laudible regulation has Jately taken 
place at Lifon, where all idle boys about the 
ftreets, are fent to the arfenal, whereshey are 
inftrugted in buGaefe, and employed in the 
King’s fervice, 

The fcarcity of provifions has been fo ge- 
neral as to reach North America, where Indian 
corn has rifen to a great price; and at Wil- 
mington, in INorth Carolina {mall fifhes were 
fold from fixteen to twenty-pence each. 

The Emperor of Germany, on the com- 
plainte of his fubjeéts in Bobemia & Germany, 
has taken the refolution of vifiting in perfon 
thofe antient domains, the hereditary coun- 
tries of his maternal anceftors. In his way 
thro® Torgau, it was faid, an interview was to 
have taken place between his imperial majef- 
ty and the king of Prujfa, which, however 
did not happen, 

It is remarkable that France has now 89 
fhips of war, many of them of great force in 
the ports of Bre/# and Toulon only, the motions 
of which it is thought advifeable to obferve. 
The Dutch news writers fay, that the Briti 
ambaffador at the court of France will be F 
charged to demand the object ef the difpofiti- 
ons making in feveral of their ports, 

It is alfo remarkable, that Prince Ferdinand 
of Brunfewick has defired to retire from his 
Pruffian majefty's (ervice, and has obtained his 
Majefty’s permiffion fo to do, in confequence 
of which, his highnefs has refigned all his pots 


* leaft 8 or g feet in height, have been feen 
© and examined by the company of one of our

yearsin Perfia; but at laft was obliged to 
leave it on account of the ufurpation of 
Kuuli Kban, and an edi& of the Emprefs Eli- 
zabeth of Ruffia, which prohibited carrying 
on fuch a trade thto” her dominions. During

nian merchants, whoengrofs the trade, and

Several chams or inns were 
deftroyed, fome palaces of Turks, and many 
houfes, The wails of the city fuffered, that 
300,000 piaftres, will icarce repair the da- 
mage. About 880 perfons have already been 
found buried under the ruins, befides a great 
mumber of maimed and wounded, Great 
damage was done in the feraglio, and the 
Grand Signior himfelf lived fome days under 
tents.

Tuespay, July 1. 

A defperate riot, in which fome thoufands 
of an Jrifo mob attacked a party of Gen.

on account of the detention of two notorious 
rioters, who had b.en guilty of the moft dar- 
ing infults on the civil magifirate, as well as 
military governor of the county of Galway.
